DONE AT HAWTHORNE. 

The Prairie Stakes, a dash of two miles for three- 
year-olds and npward, with $1,500 added, was the 
main feature at Hawthorne yesterday. The race 
proved to be an easy victory for Rolling: Boer, the 
even money favorite. Ed Adack led by a big mar- 
gin' for i.the first mile and a half, where Bobbins 
called ?on Rolling Boer and he easily moved np, 
passing into the lead jnst after taming for home. 
In the last quarter Bolling Boer kept gradually 
moving away, winning pulled up to almost a walk 
by five lengths from Ed Adack, which beat Star 
Cotton 'six for second place. Ed Adack showed 
muehlspeed for one and a half miles, but was easily 
ontrnn'.by the winner in the last half. Star Cotton, 
after the first four furlongs had been run, ran at 
about an even rate throughout. John McGurk was 
always'putrun and labored heavily in the going. 
The'stake was worth $1,760 to the winner. 

The most exciting finish of the day occurred in 
the fifth race, a free handicap purse of $600, at one 
mile,'AlaUdin beating Brulare a nose on the post in 
a desperate drive, with Caliban third eight lengths 
back. Coburn stele a length and a halflat the start 
with .'Aladdin, and this stood him in good stead 
when the pinch came. Aladdin and Brulare ran 
close together all the way. In the last eighth both 
were under strong pressure, but Coburn’s superi- 
ority over? Birkenruth told in the closing strides. 
Had Birkenruth gone on with Brulare instead of 
trying to place her down the backstretch she would 
probably have won. 

The first race of the day, a dash of seven furlongs 
for three-year-olds, proved to bo an easy thing for 
Corinno Unland. Hargis got a four lengths run- 
ning start, but had not run a quarter of a mile be- 
fore he was overtaken by Corinne Unland, which 
easily passed into the lead, winning as her rider 
pleased by three lengths. Hargis boat Serpent five 
and one-half lengths for second place. Frances M. 
showed early speed. The race was strictly a three- 
horse affair, 

Ailyar is in splendid form just at present and had 
little trouble in taking the second race, a six fur- 
longs dath for three-year-olds and upward. Ailyar 
and Alfred C. ran closely together for the first quar- 
ter, where the former drew away and simply spread- 
eagled the field, winning as his rider pleased by 
throe and a half lengths from Fairbury, which beat 
Prince Blazes two and a half for second place. 
Fairbury ran in much improved form and showed 
to good advantage. He finished strongly and was 
much the best of the others. Prince Blazes began 
slowly but improved his position gradually after 
the first half had been run and finished strongly. 
Scotch Plaid ran a dull race and has probably had 
too much of it lately. Moabina was never a serious 
factor and her runaway of September 24 has proba- 
bly hurt her. Alfred C. tired fast in the last quar- 
ter after showing much early speed. 

Joe Buckley proved to be the best in the third 
race, a five-furlongs scramble for two-year-olds. 
First Florestan and then Marco led to the head of 
the stretch, but when well straightened for home 
Joe Buckley, which had always laid third, moved 
into the load, winning handily by one length from 
Lord Touchwood, which beat Florestan a neck for 
second place. Lord Touchwood was cut off in the 
last sixteenth, but finished with a rush and was 
passing horses fast at the end. He would, in all 
probability, have won with any kind of racing luck. 
Florestan stood a long stretch drive with gamoness 
and finished sU»ntly. Marco displayed keen speed, 
but was well beaten when a furlong from homo. 
The race was strictly a four-horse affair through- 
out. j . i 

The last race at Hawthorne for 1902, a dash of 
one mile for throe-year-olds and npward, was taken 
easily by Lady Meddlesome. Emma A. M., with a 
light impost up, led by a good margin up to the 
final furlong, whore she tired and fell away beaten. 
About here Lady Meddlesome moved up fast and 
easily passed into the load, winning by two and a 



half lengths from Dodie S., which beat Sortie a 
head for second place. With Ida V. lapped. Dodie 
S. was under a stout drive all through the last 
eighth and responded with gameness. Sortie fin- 
ished resolutely after making up ground in the last 
quarter. Ida V. tired perceptibly when the 4>inch 
came. Pirate’s Queen ran a dull race and was 
never a serious factor. 

The heavy rain of the morning rendered the track 
sloppy and it was indented with small pools of 
water throughout. The crowd, augmented by the 
half holiday attendance, was by far the largest of 
the week. Betting was brisk and quite heavy .H 

WORTH’S STAKES. 

Secretary Jasper announces eight good stakes for 
the Worth Jockey Club’s fall meeting, which will 
open October 7 and run until November 1. Their 
value will approximate $25,000 and they will be for 
different ages and at various distances, from five 
and a half furlongs to two miles and a quarter. All 
have filled even better than was anticipated and 
with horses of good class, so they should do much 
toward sustaining interest in the local racing 
throughout the fall season. 

The Flyaway Handicap will be the feature event 
of the opening day. It is a sweepstakes for all ages 
at six furlongs, and has seventy-one nominations, 
which include all the speediest horses around Chi- 
cago and throughout the west. 

Three stakes are to be run the first week of the 
meeting, and on Thursday, October 9, which is Chi- 
cago Day, Secretary Jasper puts on the appropri- 
ately named Phoenix Handicap, for three-year-olds 
only, at a mile and a sixteenth. This race will be 
worth at least $3,500, and it should make a fine con- 
test, as the thirty-nine entries include McChesney, 
Lucien Appleby, Aladdin, Harry New, Otis, Waina- 
moined, W aswift. Hunter Raine and other good ones. 

For Saturday of the same week the Alpine 
Stakes is the principal race. It is a selling sweep- 
stakes for three-year-olds and upward at one mile, 
and from the sixty-seven nominations should come 
a large and well-balanced field. 

Besides the above stake events the Worth meet- 
ing will have the Columbia Handicap, one mile and 
a quarter, worth $4,500: the Liberty Handicap, a 
mile and a furlong, worth $3,000; The Fort Dear- 
born Handicap, two miles and a quarter, worth 
$2,500; the Oaklawn Stakes, five and a half fur- 
longs, for two-year-olds, worth .$3,000;, and the Chi- 
cago Ridge Handicap, for two-year-olds, one mile, 
worth $3,.500.

H, E. Rowell will ship eleven horses next Mon- 
day to California to be raced at the Itracks there I 
this winter.

W, Burke & Co., who started Alfred C. in the sec- 
ond race, put in a claim for Moabina after the 
race, securing her for $997.50.

A. F. W. Leslie, who has been its manager 
for the past five years, and who has now been ap- 
pointed receiver, took charge under adverse circum- 
stances, and had succeeded in placing the paper on 
its feet, when unknown notes and debts came roll- 
ing in to shch an extent that in paying the same it 
greatly crippled the resources. Mr, Leslie says the 
present proceedings will in no wise interfere with 
the continuance of the old publication, and that it 
will bo issued as usual this week. Just what will 
be the outcome rests upon the decision of tfaa 
courts.”
